Neglect Driving War Veterans Insane 


(Br HIO Associated Press) 
WASHINGTON,

Asserting that more than 3,500 
men disabled 
former 
service 
men now placed in fA te insti­ 
tutions were victims 
of 
such 
“gross 
neglect, 
indifference 
and lack of protection’’ as to 
constitute a “black reproach on 
the honor of the nation, * the 
disabled American veterans of 
the world war, to a memorial 
presented today 
to 
President 
Harding, urged immediate ac­ 
tion by the government look­ 
ing to thf| treatment of all such 
cases Iii federal institutions. 
Neglect of 
these 
cases 
in 
Mate Institutions, the memorial 
said, Is committing to perma­ 
nent insanity many of thfe vic­ 
tims who by timely treatment 
probably would be cured. 


Describing thq condition of 
contract cases of this class in 
the insttutiions of the state of 
Ohio as “ typical of those in 
practically every 
state,’’ 
the 
memorial asserted th a t th^j gov­ 
ernm ent “ had farm ed out the 
ex-service men of Ohio to state 
asylum s which are notoriously 
overcrowded, under-m anned and 
inadequate to trea t and care 
far them ,” while it has not pro­ 
vided one federal institution for 
this purpose in the state. 
“ For exam ple,” the memor­ 
ial said, “ in the Longview asy­ 
lum of H am ilton county, Ohio, 
there are tour American sol­ 
diers who broke down m entally 
under the stress of war. This 
asylum already is so overcrowd­ 
ed th at 240 of the inm ates sleep 
on the floor like cattle every 
night.” 


No Medical Treatm ent. 
’ Of the 250 men who have 
been (placed in , institutions of 
the state, of whom, it was said, 
physicians believe m any m ight 
have been cured by treatm ent. 
Not one the memorial asserted, 
has received “ medical treatm ent 
of any kind and many curable 
cases arq being daily doomed 
to perm anent insanity.” 
None of the institutions, it 
was further asserted, segregated 
their tubercular patients.

(By the Associated Press) 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 16.— 'The* al­ 
lied debt funding bill was approved 
today by the senate finance com­ 
m ittee, after most of the provisions 
objected to by secretary Melon of 
the treasury departm ent had been 
elim inated.

Provisions in previous re-writing 
by the com mttee which were strick­ 
en out called for a sqmi-annual pay­ 
m ent for an interest of not !e^ 
than 5 per cent. These were the pro­ 
visions against which th(^ treasury 
objected on the ground that they 
would handicap the adm inistration 
in "the refunding negotiations witli 
the foregn governments. Under those 
provsions, interest paym ents would 
have been due w ithin six months 
after thq refunding bond had been 
negotiated, 
whereas 
the 
treasury 
desired to have authority to defer 
interests paym ents in the case of 
some countries not in a position

FORDS NEW IDEA. 
Henry Ford has a new idea about government finance. 
The government spent many millions of. dollars developing a 
a gigantic nitrate plant at Muscle Shoals, Alabama, during the 
war, but when peace came sooner than had been thought pos­ 
sible, the work was stopped. Ford has offered to take it over 
provided the government spends another $30,000,000 towards 
completing the plant. He suggests that instead of issuing bonds 
to cover this expenditure, currency to the amount named be 
issued with the plant itself as security. These notes will bear 
no interest and will be taken up and retired from the returns 
of the plant. Ford suggests that the new currency will circu­ 
late the same as other forms issued by the government and an 
immense sum in the way of interest will be saved. After all, 
bonds are based on the good faith of the government, while 
these notes would have not only the good faith of the govern­ 
ment behind them but also the plant which has already cost 
many times the amount of the notes. Under the present laws 
national banks may issue notes secured*by certain classes of 
government bonds which in turn are based on the honesty aYid 
belief of the people in the solvency of the government. For 
fctyat* matter some two or three hundred millions of the cur­ 
rency now in circulation have no other foundation than the 
promise of the government to pay on demand. Ford does not 
advocate fiat money, for any thinking man knows that a 
promise to pay is worth nothing unless said promise is faith­ 
fully kept, but he argues that the natural wealth of the coun­ 
try, plus the good faith of the government, is the best pos­ 
sible security for any issuance of currency. The point in Ford’s 
suggestion is to avoid the payment of interest by basing the 
circulating medium on some tangible asset of natural wealth 
like Muscle Shoals. 
The time has arrived when this country must have larger 
and larger quantities of fertilizer. Heretofore we have been 
almost entirely dependent on Chili for nitrates which form 
the most important pai^ of fertilizer. The Germans, however, 
devised a method of extracting nitrogen from the air. This is 
what the Muscle Shoal plant was intended to do. Authough it 
is hot needed for purposes of warfare, it is worse needed for 
agricultural purposes, hence the necessity of completing plant 
and putting it into operation. Ford’s reputation as a man who 
can put things over has created a great deal of sentiment in 
favor of turning the plant over to him and letting him show 
what he can do in the way of producing a cheap fertilizer for 
the farmers of the 
nation, 
whether his currency plan is 
adopted or rejected.

WAR’S HORRIBLE WASTE 
BIr. R. C. Letting we 11 was the as­ 
sistant secretary of the treasury In 
charge of finances during the war. 
While he was in the treasury he be­ 
came deeply impressed with the mag­ 
nitude of government expeditures and 
the looseness, inefficiency and waste 
that are a part of government meth­ 
od. All the secretaries of the treas­ 
ury since the outbreak of the war 
have shared this feeling of apprehen­ 
sion and concern with Mr. Leffing- 
weli. I quote here a recent utterance 
of his on war expenditures: 
“Of the $4,000,000,000, exclusive of 
interest on the public debt, spent In 
the fiscal year 1921, $1,101,615,013.32 
was spent by the War department, 
$650,373,835.58 by the Navy depart­ 
ment, $800,000,000 on the railroads, 
$230,000,000 by the bureau of war risk 
Insurance, and $357,814,897.01 by the 
Interior department, mostly, I take It, 
for Civil war and Spanish war pen­ 
sions—a total of $3,080,000,000 under 
these heads. 
“In the fiscal year 1920 the War de­ 
partment spent $1,610,000,000, and the 
Navy department $740,000,'OOO, a total 
of $2,350,000,000. 
Secretary Mellon j 
estimates that in the fiscal year, 1921, i 
the War department will spend $1,025,- | 
000,000, and the Navy department j 
$700,000,000, a total of $1,725,000,000; 
and that in the fiscal year, 1922, the 
War department will spend $570,000,- 
000, and the Navy department $545,- 
000,000, a total of $1,115,000,000. This 
makes a three-years’ totaDof $5,190,- 
000,000. 
“Germany went to war to realize on 
her investment in arms and armies. 
The burden of universal military serv­ 
ice, expenditures on the army and 
navy, subsidies and doles, became in­ 
tolerable. She thought she would re­ 
peat the exploit of 1870 and make war 
so profitable in territory and indem­ 
nities as to recoup herself for the 
outlay of 40 years’ preparation. The 
splendid resistance of the Belgians and 
the French aud of the little British 
expeditionary force made the short 
war a futile dream. 
The untrained 
manhood and unmortgaged resources 
of the Western World, of the British 
empire overseas, and finally of Amer­ 
ica. determined the issue. 
Germany 
suffered economic collapse, though her 
armies, beaten but not routed, were 
still on enemy soil. 
So Germany’s 
military preparedness was her cause 
for making war and was the cause of 
her defeat. In the issue, it was eco­ 
nomic preparedness that mattered 
most. 
“Today, men, women and little chil­ 
dren are starving to death in Europe be­ 
cause of the war’s horrible waste and 
because of the still more horrible waste 
of after the war. Two years and a 
half after armistice, nearly two years 
after peace was concluded between 
Germany and the allies, millions of 
men are under arms, eating and wear­ 
ing the produce of the fields and of 
the labor of a civilian population 
which must bear the load of taxes and 
Inflation necessary to maintain those 
armies in economic idleness. The peo­ 
ples of continental Europe are stag­ 
gering under the load of armaments, 
far too great before the war and in­ 
tolerable now. Their rulers hold them­ 
selves In power by subsidies and doles, 
by playing, now on their fears, and 
again on their avarice, still again on 
nationalistic ambitions or ancient ra­ 
cial hatreds. The allies have under­ 
taken to Insure Germany’s economic 
recovery by insisting upon her disarm­ 
ament and the payment of reparations 
which means the development of a 
huge export balance; but for them­ 
selves they reserve the doubtful privi­ 
lege of remaining armed to the teeth... 
“We have demonstrated our mili­ 
tary power. 
We have shown what 
may be done In a few short months 
to make an army and transport It to 
wage a foreign war. We have no need 
to be aggressors abroad, we are Invul­ 
nerable at home. Let us accept the 
responsibilities of the position of lead­ 
ership which is ours, show the world 
how to beat swords into plowshares, 
relieve the peoples of the world of ap­ 
prehension and lead them back Into 
the ways of “peace and plenty. K we 
prepare for war we shall have It. If 
we lead the world In preparation for 
peace we may have that.**
